themfelves the burthen of their depen- 
dents and indigent relations, to be pro- 
wided for during their lives ; which he 
forefaw, and often [poke of with great 
concern to feveral of his Executors and 
other perfons yet living ; and according- 
ly has defcribed the perfous, for whofe 
relief he defigned his Fofpital, to be fuch 
as are * thought capable of relief by Phy- 
fick or Surgery, and has fubmitted the 
feveral {pecics or kinds of fick perfons - 
deemed or called incurables, and alfo the 
time of continuing them in his Hofpital 
to the Difcretion and: pleafure of his 
Truftees. ne 
Befides this miftake about the conduct 
of the Trufiees, there have been attempts 
to defame the memory of the Worthy and 
Charitable Founder himfelf, as doing no 
good in his life-time; but heaping up a 
great eftate with an oftentatious defign 
of founding an Hofpital at his death. 
Fats beft anfwer fuch invidious fug- 
Leftions : | . 
Many of his poor, tho’ diftant relati- 
ons, had fated allowances from him of 
Ten or Twenty pounds a year, and occa- 
fionally larger Sums ; and to two of them 
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he gave Five hundred pounds apiece to 
advance them in the World. ) 

He has feveral times given fifty pounds 
for difcharging infolvent Debviors. 

fle has readily given ahundred pounds 
at a time on application to him in behalf 
of a diftrefjed kamily. — ae 

Thefe are fome of his good deeds 
which are come to light fince his death 3 
from which every one muft be convinced, 
that his private atts of charity were ma- 
ny and great; and from their fecrecy, 
that they flow'd from a right principle. 

Some of his more publick benefaciions 
were as follow : 

Early in life he began the ereétion of 
an Almfboufe at Tamworth for fourveen 
poor People, and maintained them tothe 
time of his death, and then endow'd it 
for ever. | sigh 

He contributed one hundred pounds in 
the year 1709 to the Brief for the poor 
Palatines, and the like fum to St. Tho- 
mas’s Hofpital on account of the admif- 
fion of a great many of thofe among them 
who were fick and difabled. : 

When he met with fuch difeafed and 
friendle{s Objects as wanted the help of 
an Hofpital, he was ufed to fend them 
to St. Thomas's, with directions to the

Steward, to fupply them, at his Expence, 
with Cloaths, and fuch other Neceffaries 
as are not provided by the Hofpital. 

Sixteen years before his death he built 
and furnifhed three Wards in St. Tho- 
mass Hofpital, for the reception of fix- 
ty-four patients. He rebuilt two large 
Floufes at the front of it, and adorned 

“the entrance between them; which toze- 
ther coft him between two and three thou- 
fand pounds. 

He gave one hundred pounds a year to 
that Hofpital for eleven years fuccef~ 
fevely, till he began to build his own; 
which he lived to fee almoft finifhed, and 
coft him about fourteen thoufand pounds. 

From thefe infiances, it is eafy, to 
judge, on which fide Charity has been
